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GENEALOGY 

1.  Kerndt  family. 
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The  Kerndt  family  lived  originally  in  Marklissa,  a  village  near  the  city 
of  Gcrlitz  in  Silesia*  This^provinoo  was  a  part  of  Austria  until  1815  when 
it  bocamo  Prussian  territory.  Tho  larger  city  of  Breslau  is  mentioned  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  as  a  place  they  visited  oooas ionally*  The  coat  of  arms  of 
the  Korndt  family  was  registered  in  the  state  records  of  Austria,  probably  in 
Vienna. 


When  Mrs*  H*  R.  Wiecking  and  her  daughters  visited  Marklissa  in  1930  they 
found  it  to  bo  a  quaint  little  village  with  the  rivor  Quais,  a  small  stream, 
running  informally  through  it.  The  red  roofs  and  cobbled  streets  were  typical 
of  old  Europe.  A  young  man  in  the  local  printing  office  who  had  .some  interest 
in  tho  history  of  the  village,  remembered  reading  or  hearing  about  several  fam¬ 
ilies  who  had  gone  from  there  to  America  in  the  early  fifties.  He  directed  the 
visitors  to  the  site  of  the  old  family  homo,  now  replaced,  and  to  the  old  Evan¬ 
gelical  Luthoron  church.  There  the  ancestors  of  the  Korndts  had  been  christenod 
and  married,  and  in  the  adjoining  churchyard  three  gravestones  were  found.  One 
yms  that  of  Johann  August  Kerndt,  father  of  the  pioneer  family  in  nmerica,  one 
was  that  of  Marie  Louise  Korndt,  daughter  of  Wilhelm  and  Henriette  Kerndt,  and 

i 

the  third  belonged  to  a  sister  of  Gottliebe  Kerndt.  It  is  thought  that  Johann 
August  Kerndt  was  an  only  child,  and  that  his  entire  family  went  to  America. 

On  the  occasion  of  hiB  golden  wedding  anniversary.  Hr*  Moritz  Kerndt  told 
members  of  the  family,  gathered  in  Lansing,  about  his  life  in  Harklissa  in  the 
early  days,  lie  said  that  his  fathor,  with  the  help  of  three  men,  carried  on  a 
tannery  business  which  had  been  his  father’s.  As  this  did  not  bring  in  suffic¬ 
ient  income  he  began  building  houses.  When  the  near-by  village  of  Goldentraum 
burned  down,  Johann  August  Kerndt  took  over  a  contract  for  rebuilding  houses, 
stores,  the  church  and  the  school.  .  Itis  v/ork  was  nearly  completed  when  he  met 
with  the  tragedy  which  resulted  in  his  death*  One  day  on  his  way  home  from 
work  his  horse  stumbled,  throwing  him  to  the  ground*  Carried  to  his  home,  ho 
died  nine  days  later  without  regaining  consciousness*  When  the  estate  was  fin¬ 
ally  settled  there  was  little  left  for  the  widow  and  her  eight  children*  The 
mother  continued  to  operate  the  tannery,  but  the  children  were  foroed  to  leave 
school  when  they  were  fourteen  years  of  age,  the  boys  to  learn  trades,  the  girls 
to  go  to  work  in  families  able  to  employ  help.  These  were  very  hard  years  for 
the  family,  particularly  for  the  mother • 

One  son,  Gustav,  had  spent  some  years  learning  to  be  a  merchant,  but  having 
i  no  oapital  with  which  to  start  a  business  of  his  -own,  he  decided  to  emigrate, 
and  so  in  1849  he  left  home  and  came  to  Schenectady,  N.  Y*,  where  he  worked  in 
a  broom  factory*  Later  he  learned  oigar-making  and  in  the  year  1852,  having 
saved  enough  money  to  buy  a  small  store,  he  wrote  his  mother  in  harklissa,  urg¬ 
ing  her  to  sell  out  and  bring  the  family  to  America.  The  next  year  he  wrote  for 
his  brother  Moritz  to  come* 


L oritz  left  his  work  in  a  tannory  in  norhtern  Germany,  wont  to  Harklissa 
to  pack  up,  and  arrived  in  lrew  York  in  1853.  After  working  for  three  months 
in  a  tannery  near  Schenectady,  he  went  to  Fort  i  adi3on,  Iowa,  where  the  Lach- 
manns,  relatives  from  the  homeland,  were  living*  Here  Moritz  worked  on  the 
farm  of  an  American  family  so  that  he  oould  learn  to  speak  English*  Later  he 
went  to  Dubuque,  but  times  were  bad,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  ho  found  employ¬ 
ment  in  a  boarding  houso*  A  little  later  he  vrr ote  to  hi6  brother  Gustav  that 
•  he  was  ready  to  have  his  mother  and  the  others  come  to  America,  and  Gustav  then 
sold  his  store  so  he  would  be  free  to  receive  tho  immigrants  when  they  arrived. 
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The  year  1854  Is  thought  to  be  the  year  in  which  the  remainder  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  come  to  America,  although  it  is  not  certain  that  they  all  came  at  the  same 
time.  Joseph  Breuer,  who  with  his  wife  came  over  with  the  family  of  their  dau¬ 
ghter  Gottliebe,  wife  of  Hermann  Kerndt,  has  left  a  diary  giving  details  of  the 
journey  as  experienced  by  his  family.  In  the  absence  of  more  information  about 
the  other  families,  this  particular  journey  will  be  described  here. 

This  family,  sailed  from  Hamburg  on  July  4th,  1854,  landing  in  New  York  on 
August  10th,  where  they  lay  at  anchor  until  the  21st.  The  long  Journey  on  the 
sailing  vessel  was  difficult,  for  they  had  few  conveniences  and  little  money.. 
Mention  was  made  of  periods  of  calm  which  kept  the  vessel  from  making  progress. 

A  tugboat  took  their  ship  into  harbor,  where  they  transferred  to  a  steamship  _ 
for  the  journey  up  the  Hudson.  Arriving  in  Albany  on  the  23rd,  they  took  a  train 
for  Schenectady.  Here  some  members  of  the  family  stayed  behind  bury  «'® 
youngest  child  of  Hermann  Kerndt,  a  daughter  named  Anna,  who  had  become  ill 

the  voyage* 

The  next  stage  of  the  journey  was  by  train  to  Buffalo,  thence  by  steamship 
on  Lake  Erie  to  Detroit,  arriving  there  on  the  30th.  The  next  day  they  took 
the  train  to  Chicago,  where  they  stopped  for  a  rest.  The  train  then  °a"-ie 
them  to  a  olace  called  Ylarnau  in  the  diary.  The  place  is  not  lamiliar  to  the 
writer,  and  may  have  been  the  point  to  which  the  new  railroad  had  b«en  00mP^^d' 
since  the  family  seems  to  have  proceeded  from  there  to  Dubuque  by  stage.  The  e 
Moritz  welcomed  them,  and  a  happy  reunion  it  must  have  boon. 

Hermann,  the  eldest  son,  soon  went  to  Lansing  where  he  had  been  advised  t* 
look  at  government  land.  After  purchasing  200  acres  for  the  sum.  of  *700,  he 
returned  to  Dubuque  to  get  his  wife,  his  four  children,  and  his-wife  a  P^ents. 
Logs  were  felled  and  the  well  known  farm  nine  miles  from  Lansing  was  .  '  . 

'  Grandmother  Kerndt  with  sons  Gustav,  Wilhelm  and  Moritz  went  to  Lansing  to 
a  mercantile  business  in  which  another  son,  Julius,  was  o  e  oo  * 

Henrietta  Kerndt  married  John  Rioth  and  Pauline  married  E"  £  ' 

que  and  both  couples  came  to  Lansing.  Mr.  Rieth  opened  a  hardware  shop,  Mr. 
Boeckh  became  a  machinist.  Clara,  the  youngest  child  of  the  pioneers,  ma  i 
Jaoob  Haas  who  operated, a  brewery  in  Lansing. 

In  November  1856  the  mother. of  the  pioneers  passed  away.  Had  she  lived 
another  year  she  would  have  seen  her  family  in  more  prosperous  circumstances. 

The  winter  the  mother  died  was  an  extremely  hard  winter,  with  boavy 
hitter  cold  and  other  hardships.  However,  the  new  country  must  have  been  very 
stimulating,  for  letters  written  to  friends  in  Germany  speak  of  the  beauty  an* 
fertility  of  the  country  and  of  the  opportunities  for  others  who  v 

come  over.  Settling  in  a  new  country  beside  a  great  waterway  was ,^  'lmtiful 
if  sometimes  difficult.  Credit  and  money  wore  scarce  but of  the  great 
more  settlors  came,  times  grew  better.  Members  of  the  family  speak  of  the  g 

kindness  and  special  attention  given  by  the  bachelor  Pi°n«e>;*  d  r-nan0Ial  aid.

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The  children  of  the  pioneers  carried  on  the  work  of  their  parents  or  took 
up  different  occupations#  A  brief  purvey  of  these  ’’cousins"  will  be  given 
here  as  they  started  their  careers*  Each  family  is  given  a  Roman  numeral# 
Family  III  follows  I  because  pioneer  number  II  though  unmarried  retains  his 
number  in  the  series*  host  of  the  cousins  were  born  in  or  near  Lansing.  Sev¬ 
eral  were  born  abroad,  including  the  older  ohildren  in  the  Hermann  Kemdt 
family  as  far  as  Karl,  and  the  ohildren  of  the  Wilhelm  Kemdt  family  down  to 
Mrs*  Riser.  Julius  Rieth  was  born  in  Dubuque,  where  the  family  lived  for  a 
time# 


Family  I#  The  daughters  Alwine,  Anna  and  Jennie  remained  at  home  on  the 
farm.  Marie  married  Albert  Haas,  a  jeweler  in  Lansing,  and  later  she  made  a 
home  for  the  five  boys  of  Julius  Kerndt,  left  brphans  by  the  early  death  of 
both  parents#  Emma,  Mrs#  II#  R#  Wiecking,  went  with  her  husband  to  Mankato, 
Minnesota,  where  he  owned  a  cigar  factory.  Gustav  was  a  farmer  on  a  farm  near 
Lansing,  while  Wilhelm  fanned  on  the  home  farm.  Karl,  up  to  the  time  of  hie 
drowning,  was  employed  in  the  Kerndt  store  in  Lansing.

Family. III.  Gustav  became  an  aocountont  in  Kerndt  Brothers  store  in 
Lansing,  llulda  married  Wilhelm  Wieoking,  who  had  a  cigar  factory  first  in 
Lansing,  later  in  Minneapolis.  Selma  married  Dr.  Riser,  a  practicing  dentist 
In  Lansing  for  many  years.

*  Family  V.  Gustav,  Charles,  William  and  Moritf  Kerndt  carried  on  the 

well-known  merchandise  business  of  G.  Kerndt  and  Brothers  in  Lansing*  Mary’s 
husband,  Mr.  Healy,  was  an  attorney  in  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa.  Clara  went  to  Mil¬ 
waukee  where  her  husband,  Mr.  Grau,  was  a  banker.  Anna  and  Katherine  remained 

at  home. 

Family  VI.  Louisa  Boeckh  and  Mina  have  remained  at  home  in  Lansing. 
Charles  was  a  cabinet-maker,  Herman  a  merchant,  Julius  a  telegrapher  for  the 
railroad,  and  Edward  a  photographer,  later  a  telegrapher  -  all  in  Lansing. 

Family  VII.  The  five  sons  of  Julius  Kerndt  went  west  in  1885  and  settled 
in  Bird  City,  Kansas,  when  it  was  still  prairie.  Here  they  established  the 
first  store  and  did  much  to  build  up  the  town.  Later  Edward  moved  to  a  b* anoh 
store  in  Atwood,  Kansas.  loritr  moved  to  Salida  where  he  was  in  business  and 
later  become  a  railroad  official.  "Twin”  Gus  and  "Twin"  Charlie  remained  in 
Bird  City.  Theodore  returned  to  Lansing  as  a  merchant.

Family  VIII.  Jacob  Keffeler,  husband  of  Emma  Haas,  was  a  miner  who  oper¬ 
ated  first  in  the  Black  Hills,  and  later  in  Alaska.  Theodore  Haas  established 
a  pharmacy  in  Sturgis,  South  Dakota. 
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Thuo  the  children  of  the  pioneers  established  themselves  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  occupations*  Their  subsequent  experiences  cannot  be  related  in  this  re¬ 
port,  but  remain'for  their  immediate i  families  to  set  down.

Lansing,  on  the  i  ississippi  river  in  Northern  Iowa,  is  noted  for  its 
scenio  beauty*  It  is  well  worth  visiting  for  its  own  sake,  but  it  is  espec¬ 
ially  interesting  to  members  of  the  Kerndt  families.  ,  Some  of  the  old  homes 
are  still  to  be  seen,  many  members  of  the  family  live  there  or  near  by,  and 
in  the  cemeteries  in  and  near  Lansing  one  oan  see  the  gravestones  of  the 
pioneers  and  many  of  their  descendants*  From  Lansing,  members  of  the  Kerndt 
family  have  gone  to  many  states  in  the ' Union, ,  oarrying  on  the  traditions  of 

>  the  pioneers  with  industry,  honesty,  and  loyal  citizenship*

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Direction  to  Readers : 

Each  generation  has  its  own  designation  throughout,  as  follows :  Roman 
1  numerals  for  the  pioneer  husband  and  wife;  capital  letters  of  the  alphabet 
'for  thoir  children;  arabio  numerals  for  the  third  generation;  small  letters 
for  the  fourth,  encircled  numbers  and  encircled  letters  for  the  fifth  and 
sixth.  For  example,  I  A  1  a  (l)  (a)  mean6  this  person  belonged  to  the  first 
family^  that  of  Hermann  Kerndt,  to  the  eldest  child  in  that  family  and  so  on. 
Hence  each  person  has  his  own  number  not  held  by  anyone  else  excepting  his  v/ife 
or  husband*  The  letter  M  signifies  marriage,  the  line  drawn  below  this  means 
there  are  children.  Children  of  a  Kerndt  member  are  listed  in  succession  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  number  of  marriages;  e.g.  if  a  person  were  married  three  times 
and  had  several  ohildren  by  several  marriages,  the  ohildren  are  numbered  con¬ 
secutively.  Second  marriages  not  involving  Kerndt  blood ^are  not  recorded. 
Adoptions  are  included  when  the  information  was  furnished. 

At  the  end  of  the  genealogy  thore  is  a  directory  of  living  members,  with 
key  number  of  each  person,  his  city  of  residence  or  mailing  address,  and  his 
occupation.  Children  who  are  twenty-one  or  over  are  listed,  others  younger 
are  not  unless  they  are  already  employed  or  away  from  home*  Husbands  and 
wives  are  listed  separately  only  if  both  are  employed  in  different  occupations 
or  plaoes.  'Where  data  is  incomplete,  it  means  it  was  not  available  or  too 
long  delayed  to  be  included.  In  this  directory  regular  occupations  as  well 
a8  war  posts  are  given  if  known  to  the  writer.

TEie  Kerndt  Fasniily  Decided  100  Years 
Ag©  T©  Help  Skill M  A  Mew  Country 


The  Kerndt  family  lived  originally  in  Mark- 
lissa,  Germany,  which  would  now  be  in  the  East 
Zone  of  Germany.  The  father  of  the  first  gerier-  !■. 
ation  of  the  Kerndt  Brothers,  Johann  August  J 
Kerndt,  was  accidentally  killed  when  he  was  a 
young  man  and  this  tragedy  was  partly  respon¬ 
sible  for  his  widow’s  and  her  eight  children’s  r 
decision  to  emigrate  to  America.  i 

The  first  son  to  leave  Germany  was  Gustav.  H 
He  went  to  Schenectady,  New  York  in  1849  and  . 
took  a  job  in  a  broom  factory.  Later  he  learned  .,i 
cigar  making  and  in  1852  opened  his  own  store 
in  Schenectady.  He  sent  for  his  brother,  Moritz, 
who  came  to  Schenectady  in  1853.  After  work¬ 
ing  a  few  months  in  a  tannery  he  went  to  Fort;  e;i 
Madison,  Iowa  and  there  he  Worked  on  a  farm 
of  an  American  family  for  $6.50  per  month  un-  1  ' 
til  he  learned  enough  English  to  get  along  by 
himself.  Later  he  went  to  Dubuque  and  it  was 
about  this  time  that  the  remainder  of  the  fam-  L 
ily  came  to  America.

They  sailed  from  Hamburg  on  July  4,  1854 
and  landed  in  New  York  on  August  19th.  From  V 
there  the.>  went  by  steamboat  up  the  Hudson 
river  to  Albany,  and  from  there  by  train  to 
Schenectady.  The  next  stage  of  their  journey  7 ' 1 
was  by  train  to  Buffalo,  New  York,  thence  by 
steamship  on  Lake  Erie  to  Detroit,  by  train 
again  to  Chicago  and  then  by  stage  to  Dubuque. 
Herman,  the  eldest  son,  went  to  Lansing  and 
purchased  200  acres  of  land  for  $700.00  <  which 
he  cleared  and  cultivated.  Soon  after,  in  1856, 
the  mother  and  sons  Gustav,  Wilhelm  and  Mor¬ 
itz,  Sr.,  came  ‘o  Lansing  and  started  a  broom  .i 
and  cigar  manufacturing  business.  ' 


Times  were  hard  and  the  broom  and  cigar 
factory  was  not  too  successful.  They  needed  a 
line  of  merchandise,  but  lacked  capital  to  stock 
their  shelves.  A  Galena,  Illinois  jobber  gave 
them  their  first  break  when  he  sold  them  a 
complete  stock  of  goods  on  credit  in  1858.  Busi¬ 
ness  immediately  improved  and  later  they  add¬ 
ed  the  grain  elevator.  The  present  store  build¬ 
ing  was  erected  in  1861.  In  1866  the  other  half 
was  added.  Gustav  died  in  1873  and  Moritz 
bought  his  brothers’  shares.  In  later  years  his 
four  sons,  Gustave,  Charles,  William  and  Moritz 
took  over  the  business  and  became  the  second 
generation  of  Kerndt  Brothers.

These  four  Kerndt  Brothers  as  well  as  seven 
other  brothers  and  sisters,  were  born  in  the  14 
room  apartment  above  the  store  which  for  many 
years  was  their  home.  Later  they  moved  to  the 
present  family  home  on  Center  street.  Probably 
no  other  building  in  Iowa,  or  in  the  midwest  has 
been  for  so  long  the  scene  of  one  family’s  con¬ 
tinuous  operations  and  family  life.  The  Kerndt 
Brothers  Savings  Bank,  founded  by  Moritz,  Sr., 
and  his  four  sons,  Gustave,  Moritz,  Charles  and 
William  had  its  beginning  as  a  private  bank 
many  years  ago  in  the  rear  of  the  store.  In  1908, 
after  a  rapid  growth  in  deposits,  it  was  incorpo¬ 
rated  as  a  State  Bank.  At  present  it  is  a  Bank 
of  over  2  million  in  deposits  with  a  $200,000 
capital  account.  Of  the  second  generation  of 
Kerndt  Brothers,  Charles  and  Moritz  are  living 
today,  both  are  active  in  the  Bank,  Moritz  as 
President  and  Charles  as  Cashier.  Gustave  and 
William  passed  away  in  1953.  \ 
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
